Mra. R. G. Hutchins Found 
Drowned in a Park. 


THE 
CAUSE 
OF 
HER ACTIOS. 


The Bones of a Man Fonnd in the 
Smoking: Ashes of a Hay 
S tack. • 


One of the saddest affairs that has ever 
taken place in this city was reported 
yesterday. 
It was the death by drown­ 
ing of Mrs. H arriet J . H utchins, wife of 
Robert G. H utchins, pastor of the First 
Congregational church. 
Oa Tuesday 
afternoon, at 1:30 o’clock. Mrs. Hutch­ 
ins left her home, on the corner of Olive 
and Pico streets, to attend the fnneral 
of a friend ut the chnrch, at Sixth and 
Hill, streets. 
After this 
service, the 
ladies of the church, including Mrs. 
Hutchins, held a meeting in the vestry- 
room, and at its conclusion the pastor's 
wife, who was always ready to do an act 
of kindness, visited a poor family on 
Sixth street. 
She left there about 4 
o'clock and was seen and Rpoken to by 
Miss C. Keys and Mrs. Case who were 
driving along Seventh street, walkiDg in 
the direction of tho park, at about 5 
o’clock. The ladies stopped on seeing 
Mrs. H utchins at such a long distance 
from home, and Mrs. Case expressed her 
regret th at there was not room in the 
carriage for her, but she stated that she 
wanted a walk and would rather do so 
than ride. The two ladies drove on for 
a block or so, and turning round passed 
Mrs. Hutchins*, bowing to her as they 
did so, on their return to tow n; and from 
that time until early yesterday morning 
no trace of her could he discovered. 
As his wife did not return homo to tea 
as usual, Dr. Hutchins came to the con­ 
clusion th at she had been invited to par­ 
take of the evening meal with friends, so 
as to avoid the necessity of going out 
homo and returning for the evening 
meeting at the church. On his arrival 
at the ctiurch he was surprised to learn 
that she was not there, nor bad she ap­ 
parently been visiting any of their 
friends, most of whom were present. 
Nothing serious was apprehended, how­ 
ever, until the doctor returned home 
after the meeting and discovered that hie 
wife had not yet put in an appearance. 
After a hasty but unavailable search in 
the neighborhood, the doctor became 
alarmed for his wife's saftty and about 
10 o’clock reported the m atter to the 
police. 
A description of the missing 
lady was given to several of the detect­ 
ives, and she was traced up to 5 o'clock 
readily, but from that time no clue as to 
her whereabouts could De ob’ained. 
About 7 :30 o’clock yesterday morning 
a message was received by telephone at 
ih%Folice 8iation to the eff-ct that the 
special » fficer at the Westlake park had 
found tne body of a woman floating in 
m e Jake ana iw a aiaggea it ashore 
Sergeant Morton was at once dispatched 
to the park, and the Coroner was noti­ 
fied of the occurrence, as was also Dr. 
Hutchins. On the arrival of the latter, 
the body was readily identified as that of 
his wife, and it was subaeqnen ly con 
veyed to the m orgue; but at the request 
of Dr. H utchins it was removed to the 
parlors of Meesrs. Peck, Sharp & Nietzke, 
at which place Coroner Meredith held au 
inquest at 7 o’clock last evening. 
. 
For some time past Mrs. Hutchins had 
been suffering from melancholia, and 
had been treated by Dr. H. H. Maynard. 
She recovered to a great extent during 
the summer m onths of last year, but 
with the winter came a renewed attack 
of mental depression, which, combined 
with severe physical suffering, caused by 
a disease of the alimentary organs, ren­ 
dered life a misery. 
6he was left alone 
as seldom as possible at this stage of her 
illness, as it was feared that she might 
in her mental aberration attem pt to do 
hereelf some injury. She.Beemed greatly 
improved of late, however, and though 
still depressed, was apparently sane, and 
it was this condition of affairs which 
gave her husband such cause for alarm 
at her mysterious disappearance. 
It was 
thought that the death of her son, who 
was accidentally drowned with a com­ 
panion named Averill, in the reservoir in 
East Los Angeles, had something to do 
with her melancholy, for she grieved con­ 
siderably over his loss. 
At the inquest last night Dr. H. H. 
Maynard was the first witness exam ­ 
ined. 
He testified that early in the 
spring of last year he was called npon to 
attend Mrs. H utchins, who was suffering 
from melancholia. 
She recovered, how­ 
ever, after being treated by him for some 
time, and he heard nothing of hiB patient 
until a few weeks ago, when he was again 
called in to prescribe for her, and he 
continued to do so until ahuut a week 
ago. 
In bis opinion the m ental depres 
sion of his patient would have continued 
and m ight have been considerably ag­ 
gravated between that tim e and Tues­ 
day evening. 
The witness stated that 
Dr. H utchins had told him th at biB wife, 
after her recovery last summer, ire 
quently spoke of 
the overwhelming 
sense of the depression she had passed 
through and that she also told him that 
she would have taken her life if she 
could have done so without disgracing 
her family. 
Miss Cordelia Keyes and Mrs. Case 
both testified as to having seen Mrs. 
Hutchins on bevenfch street about 5 
o’clock on Tuesday afternoon, walking 
towards the lake. 
• 
Mrs. J. K. Newton, a school teacher, 
stated that she had known the deceased 
for several years. 
She was a bearer of 
other people’s burdens, and was univer­ 
sally beloved by all who knew her. 
Of 
late she had suffered from m ental depres­ 
sion caused by severe physical suffering 
Rev. W. A. James teatified as to the 
anxiety cf Dr. Hutchins and his family 
on the non-arrival of Mrs. Hutchins at 
tea time, a somewhat strange event for 
one who was so careful in her attention 
to home duties. 
He detailed the cir­ 
cumstances of her husband’s 
fruit­ 
less search and inquiries, after which 
he stated that he met oue of the detec­ 
tives on the street yesterday morning, 
and hearing of the discovery at West­ 
lake park, accompanied him to the lake 
and identified the remains after they 
were brought ashore. 
Dr. J. J. Choate testified that, in com­ 
pany w ith Dr. Higgins, he had made a 
poet mortem examination of the body at 
the request of the Coroner. 
Found no 
external marks of violence except abra­ 
sions on the left cheek aud iorehead, 1 -otb 


of which were caused after death, which, 
in his opinion, was the result of drown­ 
ing. 
The jury, after hearing the facts as 
stated above, returned a verdict to the 
effect that the deceased, Harriet 
J. 
Hutchins, a native of Connecticut, 51 
years ot age, came to her death by 
“drowning, caused by temporary in­ 
sanity.” 


BURNED HIMSELF UP. 


A S e a a a t t o n a l m a n n e r o f C o m m it­ 
t i n g S u ic id e . 
A t 8 o’clock last night Coroner Mere­ 
dith held an inquest upon the remains of 
the body of Louis Bate, a native of Ger­ 
m any, 47 years of age, who committed 
suicide under somewhat sensational cir­ 
cumstances on Tuesday night last. From 
the testimony given to the Coroner’s 
jury it was learned th at about 8 o’clock 
Tuesday night a m an named James Col­ 
lins crawled into a stack of hay, con­ 
taining about 200 tons of fodder, on a 
vacant lot between Vermont and Wesley 
avenues, and in the rear of ihe Univer­ 
sity, for the purpose of spending the night 
there. He was out of employment, but had 
been r ffered a situation by V. J. Rowan, 
at 26 West Adams street., which he in ­ 
tended to accept in the m orning.. A few 
minutes after he had fallen asleep he 
was awakened by a crackling noise, and 
found, to his surprise, that the stack was 
on fire close to where he lay. 
He was 
just about to attempt to extinguish the 
blaze before it spread, when a tall m an 
with a black hat and a grey snit, ap­ 
proached him , pistol in hand, and or­ 
dered him to leave the stack immediately 
or he would he shot. 
Before he dropped 
from the pile of hay, the stranger in ­ 
formed Collins that he had fired the 
stack, 
and 
was 
resolved 
to 
per­ 
ish in the flames. 
Collins at once 
ran across the street and told two men 
named W. W. Grace and A. E. McCon­ 
nell, both of whom corroborated bis 
statement of what had occurred at the 
stack; hut his story seemed too improba­ 
ble for credence, and no attention was 
paid to it at the time. 
Collins wab 
placed under arrest by Chief Strohm on 
suspicion of having caused the fire, and 
was taken to the Police Station, where 
he spent the night as a “ lodger.”

An Opinion on the Fruit- 
Peddler Matter. 


CHARGES AGAINST AN OFFICER. 


A Proposition to Cnt Down the 
Force Discussed and Laid 
Over for a Week. 


The Board of Police CommieeionerB 
met yesterday afternoon in the City Hall, 
Mayor Hazard in the chair, and Mesera. 
Collins, Knox and Lewis present, the ab­ 
sent member, Mr. Dexter, being com­ 
pelled to remain at home on account of 
symptoms of “la grippe.” It was fully 
half an hour after the regular hour be­ 
fore a quorum was obtained. 
A number of demands, amounting in 
the aggregate to $267.73, were approved, 
of which one was for $241 for clubs and 
belts purchased for the force. 
The application of H. Sweeney for a 
transfer of the license now in the name 
of B. Arembel, at No. 662 San Fernando 
street, was granted. 
The following communication from the 
City Attorney was received and read: 
Qkhtlemen—Replying to your communica­ 
tion of the 8th instant, relative to the Belling 
of fruit from .wagons on the btreets of the city 
of Loe Auge les: Fiom an examination of the 
ordinances bearing upon this bubject.I am of 
the opinion that there is no ordinauce now ex- 
fating which prohibit* the Bale of fruit from 
wagons upon the public streets, provided the 
Earson ao selling has procured the proper 
ceuae for fruit peddlers, aud has obtained the 
permission of the owner of the adjacent prop­ 
erty and the consent of the person occnpyiug 
the street floor of the adjoining buildiair; pro­ 
vided further that the street upon which his 
wagon is standing is over fifty feet in 
width and his vehicle is not within ten feet 
from any street-crossing, nor at any 
greater distance than two teet from the edge of 
the sidewalk, and provided he Is not standing 
in front of the entrance or exit of any theater 
or place of publlo amusement or entertain­ 
ment. However, the streets are for the use of 
the traveling public, and no one has a right to 
obstruct the street in any manuer so as to pre­ 
vent the free use of the street for traveling 


ttmt, and he was in favor of cutting 
down the salaries to avoid this.

Lewis said that $70 per month was bet 
ter now than $80 or even $100 wa* 
twelve mouths ago.

Mr. Collins, of the special eommi-tee 
appointed to investigate tbe charges pre­ 
ferred against Officers Farmer and Ma­ 
guire by Adam Clements, reported that 
he had seen Clements and explained tbe 
ordinances to him. As the officers had 
been in charge of tbe animals fully half 
an hour before Clements’ man claimed 
them, and were already on their way to 
the pound with them, their owner was 
convinced that they were in the right, 
and did not therefore wish to press the 
charges. On motion of Mr. Collins the 
eame were theieupon dismissed. 
An affidavit sworn to by ex-Officer E. 
P. Phelan was read, preferring charges 
againet Detective Bocqni for conduct 
unbecoming in an officer. He stated 
that on Monday, January 6, he met 
Boequi on Fort street, between Third 
and Fourth streets, about 10 o'clock a. 
m., and saluted him pleasantly ; but that 
the officer made use of a vile epithet in 
return. On motion of Mr. Knox the 
matter was referred to a committee of 
three for investigation, the Chairman 
appointing Messrs. Dexter, Knox and 
Lewis as such committee. 
A communication was received from 
Marcus Heilman, the manager of the 
Los Angeles Baseball and Athletic Asso­ 
ciation, requesting the board to send 
a patrolman and mounted officer to the 
grounds of the association on the occa­ 
sion of games, to protect its interests and 
property. Alter a lengthy discussion, in 
which Mr. Collins expressed himself as 
unwilling to ask th9 tax-payere to pay 
for policemen to protect baseball players, 
the matter was, on motion of Mr. Knox, 
referred to the Chief, with power to act. 
Mr. Lewis said that the all important 
question to be considered by the city 
government at the present time was that 
of retrenchment. 
Looking at that fact, 
while he was in favor of helping the city 
out as much as possible in thia 
endeavor, he 
did not 
wish 
to 
do anything that would in any way 
diminish the presert efficient condition 
of the police force. He therefore offered 
the following resolution for the approval 
of the board: 
Whkkeas, The Committee of Retrenchment 
Is now in session using their best efforts to 
make the city’s income meet lti expenses for 
thts year, now therefore be it 
Resolved, That we, the Board of Police Com­ 
missioner» recommend tnat the patrolmen’s 
salaries be reduced to $70 per month; and that 
we discharge five officers from the force, in the 
discretion of the Commissioners, making a 
saving to the city in oar department of $16,500 
per year. 
The matter was discussed at some 
length, Mayor Hazard stating that he 
would vote for a reduction of the force 
but not for a reduction of the salaries, as 
he was of the opinion that such could 
not be done legally. Mr. Lewis and tbe 
Mayor argued the question as to whether 
or not a policeman was a city officer un­ 
der the charter, the latter reminding the 
Commissioners that when the matter of 
policemen receiving rewards was under 
consideration, they all agreed that the 
men were unquestionably city officers. 
Mr. Knox thought that the force 
could not be diminished to the 
extent of more than five men without 
affecting its efficiency, and although he 
agreed with the Mayor in the abstract as 
to redaction or raising of salaries he 
thought that this was a case where some­ 
thing had to be done. 
He was of the 
opinion that they could do very well 
without two Police Matrons for instance, 
which alone would mean a saving of 
$110 per month, and together with five 
patrolmen at $400 per month, tbe total 
retrenchment would amount to over 
$6,000 per year. If the matter was left 
to the Council, however, they would un­ 
doubtedly cot down the force beyond

DOINGS IN CONGRESS. 


Brazilian Recognition Again 
Discussed. 


SENATOR TU BPIK S 
REMARKS. 


The A dm inistration Sharply C riti­ 
cized for Its D ilatory 
Conduct.

W a sh in g to n , January 15.— After some 
petitions had been presented in the 
Senate today, Sherman introduced a 
bill to provide a permanent national 
bank circulation. Referred. 
Chandler offered a resolution (referred 
to the Committee on Contingent E x­ 
penses) instructing the Committee on 
Immigration to investigate the various 
laws of the United States and of the 
several States, relative to immigration 
also to investigate the working of the 
contracts made by the Secretary of the 
Treasury. 
The Senate then took up Morgan’s 
resolution recognizing the United States 
of Brazil as a free and independent 
sovereign state. Turpie spoke in favor 
of it.Turpio said ho had voted against the 
reference of the resolution, because he 
thought fhe delay occasioned by refer­ 
ence wholly unnecessary. 
He favored 
the immediate recognition of the Re­ 
public of Brazil. 
He was not one of 
those who entertained the opinion that 
CongresB was bound by the action or 
non-actioo of the Executive, or of the 
Stale Department, about such a matter 
as the recognition of a new nationality, 
especially a new republic. 
Congress 
might co operate with those authorities. 
The position, he eaid, of the adminis­ 
tration toward the new Republic of Bra­ 
zil was one of strict neutrality and supine 
indifference. There was not in the mes­ 
sage of the President a word of sympathy 
or encouragement to the revolutionary 
movements. As to the President’s sug­ 
gestion of awaiting popular assent to the 
change of government in Brazil, Turpie 
eaid revolution was not the first step, but 
the last step. There was always popular 
assent before a revolution was successful. 
The assumption in the President’s 
message is that the revolutionary Gov­ 
ernment of Brazil has been established 
without or against the assent of the peo­ 
ple, and discloses the real attitude of the 
administration towards the new Govern­ 
ment. It approached very nearly the 
condition of covert hostility. 
It ex­ 
pressed a partly concealed but very ap­ 
parent assertion, even a sneer at the 
sovereignty of the Republic of Brazil. 
The time had come when the existence 
and authority of the Republic of Brazil 
could no longer be controverted in words. 
It could be controverted only by war. 
The Chairman of the Committee on For­ 
eign Relations (Sherman) had told the 
Senate that it should wait and inspect 
the new constitution of Brazil. The 
United States, however, was not con­ 
cerned to know what were the particular 
provisions of that constitution. 
The President of the United States had 
been long known as a Republican, using 
the word in the larger and better senee, 
but Turpie feared in this instance the 
President was a very much belated Re- 
S 
ublican on the case of Brazil. Even 
[r. Blaine seemed to limp and linger in 
the rear of opportunity. 
He contrasted tbe delay in the recog­ 
nition of the Republic of Brazil with the 
recognition of the Republic of France in 
1870 by Mr. Washburne under the in­ 
structions of President Grant. He trueted 
the delay in recognition had not already 
led to very serious misconstruction of the 
ulterior motives and intentions of the 
United States Government. 
The resolution weut over without fur­ 
ther action. The Senate then took up 
the calendar and passed the following 
bills: Granting to the State of Oregon 
townships 27, 28. 29, 30 and 31, suuth, 
in ranges 5 and 6, eaBt, of Willamette 
Meridian, for a public park; appropriat­ 
ing $300,000 for the purchase of a site 
and the erection of a building in Wash­ 
ington for a hall of records. 
After executive session the Senate ad­ 
journed. 
In executive session the Russian ex­ 
tradition treaty was recommitted to the 
•Committee od Foreign Relations. There 
was considerable discussion ou the 
clause specifically setting forth that the 
murder of, or attempt to murder the 
Czar or any member of his family, shall 
be considered a political offense. 
With­ 
out this special definition the text of the 
treaty, it was argued by some of 
the Senators, placed the Czar and peasant 
on the same level, and afforded them 
the same protection. It was not neces­ 
sary or just, they eaid, to hamper the 
courts in advance by deciding for them 
that an attemot upon the life of a mem­ 
ber of the Russian royal family was 
a political crime. 
It is the impression 
that with the clause relating to the Czar 
and family eliminated, the treaty will be 
ratified by the Senate. 
Consideration of the nomination of 
Thomas Morgan, to be Indian Commis­ 
sioner, was postponed until next week.

He 
had been ill only a few days, and his 
death is a sudden and severe shock to 
his unusually large circle of friends, who 
were not aware that ho was danger­ 
ously ill until this morning, while 
the family are prostrated witn grief. He 
waB not feeling well all laat week, and 
Friday he became much worse and was 
compelled to take to bii bed. Tbe 
Secretary gave a dinner party Monday 
night to a number of people, prominent 
in official society, and Walker Blaine 
was then feeling so much better that he 
Bat up for some time, chatting with the 
guests, and afterwards walked about the 
house. He contracted an additional cold, 
which quickly settled on his lungs, and 
developed into acute pneumonia last 
night. This morning his condition was 
so alarming that all the immediate rel­ 
atives of the family were hastily sum­ 
moned here by telegraph.

He ordered the 
Sharon case postponed indefinitely. 
“ My own conclusion,” said the Court, 
“is that the judgment of the Federal 
Court deetroys absolutely the instru­ 
ment. If it should be tffered in evidence 
at a future trial it should be rejected. It 
is foolish to undertake to say that the 
decree only operates in the United States 
Circuit Court. Under these circumstances 
I ca.i not see how the action can 
be maintained. 
Tho action for divorce 
rests upon two propositions. One is 
an alleged marriage contract, which, in 
my opinion, has no legal existence, and 
tho second point is whether under our 
code there was an open and mutual as 
sumption of marital rights and obliga­ 
tions, and whether the parties main­ 
tained toward each other the legal rela­ 
tions of husband and wife.

P rofits of the Seal Flaherlee. 
There seems to be a concensus of 
opinion to the effect th at the United 
States Government has been greatly 
over-reached by the Alaska Commercial 
Company in their twenty years’ lease of 
the seal islands off the Alaskan Coast. 
As th at lease is sbout to expire, capital­ 
ists both at San Francisco and at the 
East are forming strong syndicates to pat 
in bids for the next lease, bat there are 
indications that 
Congress 
will 
take 
some 
action by 
which 
an entirely 
new plan of 
carrying 
on the seal 
fisheries will bs adopted. Senator Plumb 
has introduced a bill to repeal so mnch 
of the act of July 1870, as authorizes the 
leasing of rights to engage in taking far 
s^als from the islands of 8t. Panl and 
St. 
George. 
The bill provides that 
all authority heretofore conferred upon 
the Secretary of the Treasury to lease 
the rights to the seal fisheries to any 
company bs repealed and the lease exist­ 
ing between the Alaska Commercial 
Company and the Governm ent be termi­ 
nated. The bill also requires the Secre­ 
tary to promulgate regulations prohibit­ 
ing the taking and killing of seals 
or 
other 
far-bearing 
animals 
by 
any bat natives, and prescribing the 
nnm ber to be taken each year. The bill 
proposes to continue all other restrictions 
now in force, bat provides that all skins 
taken hereafter shall be transported an­ 
nually to San Francisco, to be sold there 
in open m arket to the highest bidder 
All the money derived from these sales 
is to be paid into the Treasury and set 
apart for the education of the natives of 
Alaska. 
Bunnell has also introduced 
sim ilar bill in the House. 
We are inclined to believe that this is 
a scheme to be commended. 
Senator 
Plum b 
says 
that 
the 
Alaska 
Company 
agreed 
to 
pay 
$65,000 
per annum 
as 
a 
royalty 
rental 
for their privilege during the entire ex­ 
istence of the contract, And in addition 
to pay into the Treasury $2.62)¿ per 
skin for all the skins taken, and 55 cents 
a gallon for all the oil extracted from the 
seals. 
The Treasury Department re­ 
m itted all bat $25,000 of tne first year’s 
rental, and has never enforced that part 
of the contract requiring 5o cents per 
gallon for the oil extracted. The num 
bar of seals c&ngbt each year has been 
np to the lim it, 100,000; and as each seal 
gives an average of two gallons of oil, 
the Government is out $2,200,000 during 
th e twenty years the company has held 
th e lease. 
There ia strong sugges’.ive- 
ness here of Dapartmental boodle, and 
good grounds for a thorough investiga­ 
tion. 
If, as Senator Plum b estimates, the 
company have made between one and 
two million dollars of profi: each year 
from their contract, the fact that there 
are several strong syndicates getting 
ready to compete for this valuable lease 
is not to be wondered at. 
It wonld, how 
ever, be much better for the Government 
to adopt some plan that wonld enable it 
to devote the profits of this valuable in ­ 
dustry to the educational and civilizing 
benefit of the natives than to let them be 
gobbled up by a private corporation.

W it h o u t the slightest previous inti­ 
mation that Walker Blaine, son of James 
G. 
Blaine, and Solicitor and Exam iner of 
Claims for the Departments of State and 
Justice, was ill, we received last night a 
dispatch announcing his death. 
This 
yonng man seemed to have been an ex 
ceplion to the rule that great men father 
very inconsequential children, for he has 
filled places of public trnst, in which in­ 
dustry and ability were indispensable, 
w ith pronounced success. It requires very 
exceptional legal accomplishments to 
satisfactorily carry out the duties of the 
office he held at his death, and he has 
been greatly commended for the way in 
which he performed them . Very recently 
Olive Logan, the 
well-known writer, 
spoke of Walker Blaine as standing in 
the foremost rank of contemporaneous 
Government officials. 
She Bays: “ As 
Solicitor 
and 
Exam iner 
of 
Claims 
for the State Departm ent and Depart­ 
m ent of Justice his duties must bs 
onerous in the extreme and he performs 
them adm irably.” 


M r. B la in e is a great intellectual 
juggler and plays with fac-js as a thiui- 
blerigger does with the peas nnder his 
thim bles. 
In his article on the tariff, 
published in the North American Re­ 
view, he instances the industry of ship­ 
building as showing the evils of not be­ 
ing 
protected. 
H is 
a/gnm ent is, 
shipbuilding is not protected in Amer­ 
ica, shipbuilding languishes in America, 
therefore a protective tariff is a fine 
thing for a country. 
Now it is not a fact 
that shipbuilding is left unprotected by 
our laws. 
There is not a tariff laid on 
ships, to be su re; for the reason that our 
people are forbidden to buy foreign-bnilt 
ships at all.

I t w o uld seem from the action, or 
rather indifference, displayed by the 
Citrus Fair Committee that they are 
decidedly opposed to holding the exhibi­ 
tion they were selected to get up.

Embezzler 
Fortner on His Way 
Back to Kansas—F atal Boiler

C h ic a g o , January 15.—Ths national 
convention of the Afro-American League 


wsh called to order this morning with 
delegates present from twenty-one Stalea 
and the District of Columbia. Thomas 
T. Fortune, editor of The Age, New York, 
was chosen temporary Chairm an. Tne 
remainder cf the session was given to the 
appointment of standing committees. 
In the afternoon Mr. Thomas T. 
Fortune addressed the meeting. 
He 
said, in part: “ We are m et her© today 
to emphasize the ’act that our past con 
ditiou of dependence and helplessness 
upon the men who have used us for 
selfish und unholy purposes, who have 
murdered and robbed and outraged us, 
must be reversed. 
We have been 
robbed of the honest wages of our toil; 
we have been robbed of the substance of 
our citizenship by murder and intimida 
tion. ^ We have been outraged by our 
enemies and deserted by our friends. 
It 
is time to call a h alt; it is time to begin 
to fight fir© with lire. I speak as an Afro- 
American, first, last and all the time, 
ready to stab to death any political party 
which robs me of my contidence and 
vote, and straightway asks me what 1 am 
going to do about it.” 
In conclusion, Fortune urged the con­ 
vention to leave each local league free to 
pursue feuch political courfe in its im m e­ 
diate community as the beet interests of 
the race Beem to dictate. 
I a national 
affairs the league should not commit it­ 
self officially to any party. 
“ We pro­ 
posa to accomplish our purpoee by peace­ 
ful methods of agitation, through the 
ballot and the courts, hut if others use 
weapons of violence to combat our peace­ 
ful arguments, it is not for us to run 
away. 
W hat is worth having is worth 
fighling for.” 
A committee on organization was ap­ 
pointed and an adjournment was taken 
until tomorrow. 
C. 
H. 
J. 
Taylor, 
ex-M inister to 
Liberia, who came to Chicago to report 
the convention for several southern 
papers, loft the city tonight. 
In an in­ 
terview he declared the proceedings were 
deprived of any practical force by the 
absence of delegates from the Booth, 
where the colored people were most 
vitally interested in the race question. 
In addition, the leaders in whom the 
colored population had confidence, and 
* hose names are familiar to the public, 
were absent almost to a man. 
Taylor 
eaid he had written nothing about the 
convention; that the occasion did not 
demand it.

M o n t r e a l , January 
1 5 .— Society in 
ft'iis city and at Ottawa has been turned 
ineide out by a sensational speech de­ 
livered before the White Cross 8ociety by 
Rsv. Dr. Douglass, President of the 
Wesleyan Methodist college. It was the 
most sweeping denunciatory arraignment 
of social leaders and public officials ever 
heard in Canada. There were many 
ladies in the audience. After comparing 
Montreal with London, as described by 
the Pall Mall Gazette, he denounced the 
modern drama, referring particularly to 
Camille, the representation of whose 
character he scored unmercifully, asking 
why the life and death of an utterly 
abandoned woman should be portray ed 
before decent people. 
Speaking of the 
horrible death scene he said: “ Your 
dowager duchesses draw forth their per 
fumed handkerchiefs and wipe their 
weeping eyes over this burlesque of grim 
death. 
But these same duchesses have 
no compassion, no tears for the scores 
of Camilles that languish in the city 
hospitals. It is time some things should 
lift up their voices in our city against 
the influence of the modern stage. 
I impeach, the booksellers and news* 
vendors 
as at war with virtue. 
Look at the sons and daughters of the 
most Christian families. What company 
do they keep? 
In the retirement of 
their own room, in the silence of the 
midnight hour they companionate with 
vagabonds and profligates and outcasts, 
the creations of these Braddons, Ouidas 
and Swinburnes, all the product of the 
foulest minds of our age. I impeach the 
moral sense of our city for its criminal 
indifference to the character of its public 
men. This city has elected men from 
whose homes virtue has flad; men who 
have sought to introduce the Ottoman's 
seraglio into our country; men whoso 
lives are a perpetual defiance of the sev* 
enth canon of the Decalogue.” 
Dr. Douglass went on to say that many 
members of Parliament are men at the 
very mention of whose names virtue 
blushes and modesty hides her head, 
and their record is pestilential. He 
wound np with a most scathing denunci­ 
ation of society men who prey upon 
virtue.

E ditor P ark e on T r ia l fo r L lb d ln i 
tU e E arl of E n ito n . 
L ondon, January 15.—The case of the 
Earl of Euston against Editor Parke, of 
the North London Press, for criminal 
libel, charging the Earl with being im­ 
plicated in the West End scandal, came 
up for trial today. Sir Charles Russell, 
counsel for the Earl of Euston, said he 
would prove that Parke had published a 
libel. Lockwood, counsel for the defense, 
in reply censured Sir Charles for with­ 
holding Earl Euston from cross-examina­ 
tion at the preliminary hearing, until 
the evideoce for the defense Lad 
been given. 
He declared that the 
Earl preferred to rely upon Sir Charles’ 
attack upon the witnesses for the de­ 
fense who were necessarily tainted. 
After several witnesses had testified that 
they had seen the Earl enter the Ham 
mond house on different occasions, John 
Saul testified that in May, 1887, he met 
the Earl in Piccadilly and drove with him 
to Hammond’s house, where they com­ 
mitted a criminal act. The Earl of 
Euston testified that with the exception 
of one time, when in consequence of re 
ceiving a pose plastique card in Piccadilly 
ho visited Hammond’s house and left it 
indignant upon learning its true charac­ 
ter, he was never in Cleveland street in 
his life. He did not know witness Saul 
and denied that he had made any of the 
visits testified to by preceding witnesses. 
D isq u ietin g R eports fro m B ra zil 
L isbon, January 15 —Advices from 
Brazil are disquieting. 
It is said a 
brother of the present Minister of Agri­ 
culture, four ex-Ministers, tnree Senators 
and several Deputies have been arrested 
as implicated in the attempted revolu­ 
tion of December 18th.

T he T errib le E xp erien ce o f th e 
Steam er K u g U . 
N ew Y ork, January 15.—The Bteam- 
ship Rugia arrived from Hamburg last 
night seven days overdue. Chief Officer 
Solerboff said today: “We did not have 
twelve hours pleasant weather on the en­ 
tire voyage. 1 have been an officer on 
trans-Atlantic vessels eight years, and 
this was the most severe voyage I ever 
had. As soon as we got out of Havre the 
8to;m commenced and the wind howled 
like a demon. On the 10th and 11th the 
mercury registered 17 degrees below 
zero. A gale from the west held us 
almost stationary in a heavy sea, and ice 
formed on the riggiDg so that we could 
chop it off. For two days the entire crew 
was 
kept 
busy 
chopping 
away 
ice, which fell on the decks by 
the ton. a half iDch rope would be six 
inches in diameter and positively useless. 
The waves were higher than 1 bad ever 
seen, and on the lO'.b the cannon we 
used to. fire salutes with, was washed 
overboard. Several of the saiiors were 
thrown about so violently that they were 
disabled, and consequently we bocame 
shorthanded. Our coal then ran short 
and we h&d to put into Halifax. This 
consumed two days, and two days more 
were taken up by a complete standstill 
in the ocean, when it became simply out 
of the question to proceed further with 
the ice clinging to the ship. It could 
not have been less than one hundred 
tons, and as the sailors chopped it away, 
it fell on the deck like heavy boulders.'

B er l in, January 15.—The Emperor in 
bis speech at the opening of the Prussian 
Diet today, expressed p ofound sorrow 
for the death of the Dowager Empress 
Augusta, ^he finances of Prnesia, the 
Emperor said, are in a favorable condi­ 
tion. Although the revenue for the next 
few fiscal years is not expected to equal 
that of 1889. the expanses are not to be 
decreased. The matricular contributions 
for 1891 will be largely increased. A bill 
providing for a reform in taxation will bo 
submitted. A bill will also bo submitted 
providing for the extension of the stab 
railway oetwork.
